The annnal meeting of the stockholders of the
Philadelphia and Erie Rallrond Company was
held at 10 o'clock to-day, at the office of the
company, No. 280 Walnut street, Mr. Geo
Griscom in the chair. Mr. George P. Little
actled as Becretary.

The minutes of the previous meeting were
read and approved.

The annual report of the managers was read
by the President, E. I', Gay, Esq. It gives the
following exhibit of the earnings and expenses
for the year ending December 31, 1870:—

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The report thus continnes—

“From the above It will appear that, notwith-
standing & very falr [ncrease of passengers and
freight, the total exrnings thave been less than the

revious year, which 18 accounted for by the very
ow freight chiarges rendered necessary to compete
with the Erie Rallroad of New York, whose rates
were 50 low as to render the business unprefitable
1o themselves and fnjarious to the interests of other
companies, It 1s belleved that this policy will soon
be sbaudoned, and rates cstablishef remunerative
to all parties, which can readily be done by matual
agreement and a rigld adherence to the ratcs
adopted,”

Opening of a New Ooe Yeo.day.,

This morning at 10 o'cloek the ““James For-
ten" Behool, at the corner of Sixth and Lombard
streets, was dedicated to the uses for which It
was bullt. The biliding is construeted of brown
stone and has o depth of about 100 feet and a
width of 50, and is in helght two stories, It
stands directly in front of the old brick Lombard
gchool hounse, the inadegquacy of which com-
pelied the erection of this beautiful extension,

It has been named after & prominent colored
citizen, who, forty years ago, was one of the
most popular and pro?erous sailmakers in
Philadelphia. He carried on an extensive busi-
uess, and enjoyed the confidence of the leading
shipping morchants of the port, and by his la
dustry and attention to his vocation acquired a
fortune, which he devoted to the education and
training of a large and intelligent famlly, His
eldeat son was seitled in England when the late
Rebellion broke out, and returned to his native
city 1o accept service in one of the colorad re-
giments as asergeant major, and lost his life in

efense of the Union,

FROZEN AT SEA.

The Neptune Agaln-—The Blanck Record of this
Ehip Made Mull Blacker—Senmen Frozea,

Famlahed, nnd Unonved For.

The Neptune, owned by Marshall & Co., left
Liverpool on Christmas Day, in charge of Cap-
tain Peabody, and, to keep the record of the
ship conslstent, it is sald he treated the crew
in & most rascally manner during the entire
voyage., Three weeks ago yesterday six of the
sallors, while working on deck, got frozen,
gsome of them on the hands and others on hauds
and feet.

The Neptune arrived at New York on Batur-
day afternoon about 3 o'clock, but the condition
of the unfortunate sallors prevented them from
coming on shore. By an extraordloary effort
one of them yesterday afternoon coutrived to
make his way to the Beekman Street Suation
House, where he informed fcergeant Babeock of
the suilerings of his companions. The Sergeant,
with officers, al once wenl on board the ship and
they saw

A MOST FRIGHTFUL SCENE,

In & smail room, uaventilated and reeking
with foul alr, were the six sailors, moaning aud
erying with the Intense paios they were suffer-
fug. 'The stench from the den was unbearable,
and everyihing around had a most flthy aspect.
The sergeant communicated with Drs. R, Ama-
bile and Vandewater, of the Centre Bireet HHos-
pltal, requesting them, for hamaunity's enke (as
they were not obliged Lo receive sncn patients),
to (fo what they could. The doctors, learning
the wretched state of the poor men, lost no time
in burrying to the ship, and in less than half
an hour had three of the sufferers in an ambu-
lance and on thelr way to the hospital, return-
ing as spgedily as possible for the other three.
The scene in the hospltal-room on the arrival of
the patients was most pitiable. Haviog never
been supplied with o sisgle means of relief or
nseistance ol any kind to azllay thelr pain —the
wouncs being allowed to remain raw aud un-
dressed, and a shiver of Indescribable sickness
being evident in the limbs of each sufferer—the
six men afforded a shocking evidence of how
great may become

MAX'S INHUMANITY TO MAN.

The captain of the ship, who, It 1a asserted,
was not only reckless of the lives of his crew,
but poeitively inhuman in the malignaney of
his treatment of them after they had got frost-
bitten, left the ship on SBaturday evening with-
out making any provision for the helpless men,
The police are powerless in maklng any
charge against him, as the cruelty was done
while at sea. The medical wen of the hospital,
however, deem It to be their duty to

HAVE THE CASE THOROUGHLY INVESTIGATED,

and the proper punishment meted out Lo Cantala
Peabody. hig is the Captain's second offense
in his treatment of sailors, and on the previous
occaglon, though arrested for the offense, he
contrived to escape the law.

Investigation showed
that the unforitnnale woman died from waut of
proper attendance. BSuch atrocious neglect as
this could scarcely be imagined to exist even on
the high seas.

Wasmxeron, Feb. 15.—The President stated
this morning te several fFenators and others that
he expected information from Ban Domingo
city by Wednesday or Thuoreday next. The
Navtucket, which was despatched from
Havana on Thursday last, Is expected to
return by that time. There Is a possibllity of
recelving Information to-morrow by the English
stenmer, which touches at Havana on her home-
ward voyage, only three days from San Do-
mingo city.

Letter (rom Recretnry Hobeson Upen the
(Overdue Tennessse—Newns Notto be Expeciod
for Ten Days Yet.

Despaioh to the Associated Press,

Wasumsaron, Feb. 13.—The Secretary of the
Navy has addressed the following lelter to Rep-
resentative Bargent:—

NAvY DErARTMEST, WAsmINGTON, Feb 18, —
My Dear Sir: In reply to your note in regard te
the Tennessee, and to quiet as far as may be the
apprebension which kas been excited as to her
safety, I beg to say that the Tennessee salled
from New York barbor at about four o’clock on
the afternoon of Tuesday, the 17th January, on
a voyage which had for its ultimate
destination the c¢ity of Ban Domiogo,
that at the time of her departure the commis-
elon to which that matter was left had not de-
cided whether they would proceed directly to
San Domingo City or first visit Bamana Bay or
some other port on the mnorthern coastof the
Dominiean Republiec. That {[ she proceeded
directly to San Domingo City, that voyage
would, at her ordinary rate of speed under steam,
consume from eight to ten days, which perlod
would of course be increased if she stopped at
any other port by the time spent there. That
no advices have been rectived from Ban Do-
mingo ¢ity or any other port to which the Ten-
nestee  would be likely to go since the
time of her departure from  New
York. That there are at thls
seacon of the year no lines of ordinary and
regular communication from 8an Domingo City
or any other port in San Domingo to any place
from which we could, since the time the Ten-
nessee was doe at her destination, have received
telegraphic or other advices of her arrival or
non-arrival.  That no extraordinary means
of communication were provided, and
none are likely to have been em-
ployed, except in case of disaster. ‘That
since she crossed the Gulf of Mexico, probably
about the Iatitunde of 86 deg., north, she would
be out of the track of vessels bound for our
ports, and that If her voyvage is suceessful we
cannot expect advices from her except aceiden-
tally, untll the return of the Tybee,
which makes the only regular line of communi-
cation, and which will be due in New York In
about ten days. The Tennesace, a new ship of
nearly three thongand tons burden, carefally and
strongly bullt, is larger than any ship of our
equadron croising in the West Indies, and is as
einunch and seaworthy as any ship of our navy,

Launched since the cloge of the war. she was
found perfectly seaworthy In a long and bolste-
rous trial trip, and she has been during the past
year put in complete order and reinlr. Her en-
gines and steam machinery are of the Ericsson
pattern and were in good condition, and pro-
nounced satisfactory by the officers In charge.

8he has also full gall power and would be also
full perfectly able to take care of herself and
make her voyage should any accident happen to
her machinery, thongh In this event it would of
eourse confume more time, She is commanded
by a carefnl and experlenced officer, has a fall
complement of officers and men, and is com-
pletely found, provisioned, and e%lpped.

She carrles ten boats, among which s a large
steam launch. We have heard of no bad weather
in the latitude where she would be likely to be,
and her route did not take her at any such dis-
tance from the ports of our own coasts and of
the West India Islands, that In case of serlons
accldent the survivors of any but a most extra-
ordinary disaster would not most likely have
been heard from.

henceiorth and till we finally hear by the refu-

gafe and successful voyage; and that suggestions
of her loss, made without Information and
maintained without cause, are as weak as_they
are cruel.

VersaiLLes, Feb. 10.—Upon the entry of the
Prusseiang into Paris the troops will be told off
to occupy houses along the line adopted for the
passage of the Emperor. Oan the 19th Instant,
at noon, the Emperor will enter Paris by a train
from Versallles, taking horse at the Parls Station
and proceediug tofthe Tulleries, where he will
hold court. The general officers of the army
will then inepect the army of Investment, which
will march with bands playing and colors flying
along the line already indieated.

His Majesty will then return to Versallles,
where he will gleep, and on the two following
days will revigit the Tuileries and then retonrn
to Germany, if nothing occurs during the rest
of the week or mocth. If it I2 lmpossible to
prepare the Tuilerles for the Emperor's reeep-
tlop, his Majesty will put up at the Elysee.
From trustworlhy information received, the
Prussian police are encouraged to hope that no
untoward demonsiration will occur durlog the
Emperor's sojourn in Paris and the triumphal
defile of the troops.
